ſerued and kept in all points: Ind this Pꝛoclamation to bee vſed in euery behalte, accoꝛding to the tenoꝛ 
and effect ol the ſame Act. And her Mateſttes further pleaſure and commandement is, that it any quraion, icruple 
: be, wall ariſe vpon any of the tarations oz rates foz the ſayde Countie of Deuon, hereunder men- 
- tioned : That then the ſame ſhalbe reſolued and determined by her Highneſle Juſtices of Peace, that
